THE REN AULT CASE. 


„Majah“ Bell Makes a Remarkable 
Declaration. | 

The trial of Benoir Renault for 
shooting Sheriff Aguirre was on 
again yesterday in Department No. 6 
of the Superior Court, before Judge 
McKinley. The case occupied the en- 
tire day. In the morning several wit- 
nesses were examined, and the argu- 
ments occupied the afternoon, the case 
going to the jury at 6 o’clock. 

C. C. Stephens, assisting the prose- 
cution, made the opening argument 
and reviewed the events which led to 
the shooting. He described the man- 
ner in which Renault first resisted ar- 
rest by the constables, wnen they went 
with a warrant to take him. He re- 
ferred to Renault’s shooting at these 
officers, and afterward resisting ar- 
rest when the Sheriff, in pursuance of 
his duty, knocked at his door and de- 
manded his surrender. When he 
spoke of the shot fired at Sheriff 
Aguirre, and which wounded him in 
the arm, Attorney Horace Bell, coun- 
sel for the defense, who had been in- 
terrupting the argument, remarked: 
* and it ought to have killed 

m. 

Mr. Stephens stopped short in his 
argument, and turning toward the 
attorney, proceeded to excoriate him. 
He roasted him in red-hot style for 
uttering such a sentiment. 

“You, an officer of this court, as an 
attorney, he said, get up in open 
court and say that the peace officer of 
this county should be shot down and 
killed while in the discharge of his 
duty! It isone of the most astonish- 
ing utterances I have ever heard. A 
citizen of Los Angeles, with interests 
at stake in the enforcement of law and 
order, you say that an officer of this 
county should have no protection from 
a desperate and wreckless fellow, 
charged with the crime of rape! It is 
ridiculous, preposterous, and I am 
ashamed to hear such a sentiment. It 
would be bad enough coming from a 
criminal, but from a lawyer and citi- 
zen itis outrageous.”’ 

Mr. Stephens went on in the strain 
outlined, and Horace Bell said not a 
word. After the little episode had 
been concluded the argument was re- 
sumed. 

For the defense, Mr. Bell claimed 
that Renault was ignorant, and had 
been laboring under an hallucination 
that some one was trying to kill bim; 
that he did not know they were officers 
who were after him, and that what he 
did was done in self-defense. He de- 
nied that the warrant was read to 
Renault. He said that it was not 
Renault who set the house on fire, but 
the Sheriff and his deputies. 

The Court called the counsel to or- 
der at this, and remarked that the 
record did not bear out any such as- 
sumption. 
Bell said he believed Renault's story 
to be more worthy of belief than that 
of the Sheriff and his deputies. 
Attorney Cronin and Deputy District 
Attorney McComas both made argu- 
ments, and when the jury got the case 
they bad been talked at for several 
hours, and showed signs of much 
weariness. They did not at once 
agree, and the crowd, after waiting 
for half an hour, dispersed. ; 

The jury, after being out until 10 
o’clock and failing to agre, was locked 
up for the night. 


2 A QUEER CASE. | 


Held in Jail Two Months Without 
a Commit ment. 
A singular case came to light yes- 
terday afternoon in habeas corpus 
: gs brought before Judge 
Van Dyke for the release of a prisoner 
from the County Jail. Two months 
ago James Odell was examined, with 
a number of other San Pedro men, for 
the tarring and feathering of Gus 
Bremen at San Pedro. The examina- 
tion was before Justice Lockwood, 
and eight or ten of the accused were 
held for trial. 
Odell was not committed with the 
rest, it appearing from the evidence 
that he took no part in the proceed- 
ings. He it was who ran away from 
San Pedro after the eventful night, 
and was captured in East Los Angeles 
by Constable Hogan, where he was at 
work on a building under an assumed 
name. It was thought at the time that 
he gave certain information which led 
to the arrest of several of the White 
Caps. Whatever the cause the fact 
remains that he went to jail without 
a commitment, and has been there for 
two months past. 
It is claimed that he was afraid to 
go back to San Pedro on account of 
threats made by some of the White 
Caps, thatif he did come back they 
would settle with him for talking too 
freely. He was afraid, and did so ex- 
ge himself, and for his protection 
e went to jail. But after he got in it 
was a difficult matter to get out, and 
for the last two weeks he has been 
trying to secure his liberty. 

Itseems that at the time of the 
Bremen affair Odell was on the yacht 
Aggie, and his enforced absence from 
his duty has caused considerable dis- 
satisfaction on board that staunch 
craft. Odell is a capable steward and 
sailor, having been an old man-o0’- 
war’s-man. He heard of the approach- 
ing yacht race at San Diego, in which 
the Aggie is to take part, and became 
crazy to rejoin her. 
sonal injury from the White Caps gave 
way to his desire to be in at the vic- 
tory of his vessel, and he began to 
move heaven and earth to get out of 
durance vile. 

The result of it all was that yester- 
terday afternoon, 83 bleach- 
ed, he appeared before Judge Van 
Dyke on a petition for a writ of 
habeas corpus. When the papers were 
brought and it was discovered that 
he was illegally. held in jail, the Court 
ordered his release. 

The District Attorney's office is in- 
terested in Odell's appearance at the 
trial of the White Caps as a witness, 
and immediately after his release he 
was served with a subpena to be 
present at that trial the latter part of 
It is hardly probable that the 
Caps will endeavor to do Odell 
any violence, as it would be a somewhat 
dangerous proceeding, and the blame 
would naturally fall on those who 
have made threats against bim. 
Odell feels that be will be all right if 
he can only set foot on the Aggie once 
more.

INDICATIONS OF BUILDING no- 
JEOTS NEXT WINTER. 


An Effort to Fill Los Angeles Chock- 
a-block on the Fourth of July— 
Travel to Santa Monica — Notes 
from Up Country. 


There is really nothing going on in 
the railroad-building line at present, 
but there are about a dozen schemes 
on hand in Southern California, and it 
is believed that during the coming 
winter there will be more roads under 
way in this section than ever before. 
It is not yet known whether the South- 
ern Pacific will take charge of the 
Salt Lake and Los Amgeles scheme or 
not, but a majority of the local rail- 
road men believe that the road will be 
built in the near future by either the 
Southern Pacific Company or the 
Union Pacific people.

BRACE UP, GENTLEMEN! 


The honorable members of the City 
Council may be chock full of good in- 
tentions — although there are some 
skeptical persons who will not even 
credit them with so much as that— 
but we all know that a place whose 
climate is more than semi-tropical is 
reported to be paved with such moral 
mirages. What the Councilmen 
specially need, just now, is a little 
more Vackbone and energy. Of ‘late 
they have been constantly exhibiting 
to the wearied citizens their utter 
lack of these qualities. 

Take, for instance, the East First 
street matter. It is now lo! these 
many moons—in fact, away back in 
what may be called the pre-asphaltum 
or boom period—since the widening of 
this street was commenced under 
quasi-official sanction. Houses were 
set back and sidewalks cut away on 
that basis; then the City Sur- 
veyor was ordered to give the lines 
for an 80-foot street; then he was 
told not to; then chaos feigned fora 
number of months, until, a few weeks 
ago, the matter was again taken up in 
the Council. The City Attorney was 
ordered to prepare an ordinance for 
the widening of the street from Los 
Angeles street to the river; on the 
following week he presented it, and it 
was referred to the Board of Public 
Works; the week after the board re- 
ported favorably, and then the Coun- 
cil—postponed the matter once more 
for a week. As a result of all this 
shilly-shallying, even if the ordinance 
is passed, it will throw the work into 
the next rainy season, and for the 
third consecutive winter the leading 
east and west thoroughfare of Los 
Angeles will resemble, in miniature, 
the Conemaugh Valley after the flood. 
Again: A few montlis ago the Coun- 
cil—very properly, as we think—passed 
an ordinance designating the limits 
within which more than two cows 
could be kept. This caused a kick 
on the part of some persons who have a 
dairy—and a “pull’’—and the amiable 
Council accordingly reconsidered the 
action, and enlarged the lacteal limits. 
This, however, was not enough, and 
so the Council, in its eager desire to 
please everyone, changed the ordi- 
nance so as to permit cows to be kept 
for sale within the limits, but not for 
dairy purposes! Whether they may be 
milked while for sale, or sold while be- 
ing milked, or whether they must be 
conducted outside the ‘‘cow-line”’ 
twice a day for that purpose, is not, 
we believe, stated, nor is any attempt 
made to explain in what respect the 
odor of a For Sale“ cow is superior 
to that of a dairy cow. 

Once more: A couple of weeks ago 
the Council gave a local firm a con- 
tract to decorate the new Council 
chamber, for about $1000. Other 
firms, in the same line of business, 
kicked, and, as a consequence, the 
Council this week rescinded its ac- 
tion and ordered bids to be thie ame 
for the work. 

Many other glaring instances of a 
weak-kneed policy on the part of the 
Council might be adduced, but enough 
has been shown—and enough is 
known to the public outside of this— 
to establish the fact that our city gov- 
ernment, at a time when the city has 
special need of good, determined men 
at the helm, is lamentably lacking in 
true statesmanship. This makes the 
outlook rather discouraging for a 
speedy and satisfactory solution of 
the knotty sewer problem, with which 
we have only just begun to wrestle,

We refer to these things more in 
sorrow than in anger,“ and not from 
any disposition to assume the réle of a

MALICIOUS FALSEHOODS.

Last week the San Francisco Bul- 
letin stated that Los Angeles county, 
to pay off her indebtedness, would be 
compelled to levy a tax of $40 per 
head upon every inhabitant. Taking 
the population of the county—before 
division—at 150,000, this would mean 
that we owe $6,000,000. Now, let us 
see how near this is to the truth. 

The funded debt of the county is as 

follows: 1881, $15,000; 1882, $45,000; 
1884, $84,500; 1885, $407,000; 1887, 190,- 
000; total, $631,500. If we add to this, 
for floating indebtedness, $18,500—a 
very liberal estimate—it gives us a 
grand total of $650,000, or a little more 
that one-tenth of the amount implied 
by the Bulletin. 
While on this subject it may be well 
to mention that Los Angeles county 
bonds, to the value of $90,000, were 
sold the other day at 102, the bonds 
bearing only 44 per cent. interest. 
Another bid was received at the same 
rate. Surely this does not look as if 
our credit was very low. In point of 
fact, the financial standing of Los An- 
geles is tuday equal to, if not better 
than any other of the 52 counties in 
the State, bar none. So much for 
that lie. 

Next we come to a statement in an 
Indianapolis paper to the effect that 
the tax list of Los Angeles, Cal., fills 
490 columns of nonpareil type.“ From 
this it might be inferred that the city 
only is meant, instead of the whole 
county; but let that pass. The tax 
list referred to filled just 208 columns, 
six-column size. Of these, at least 
eight columns were occupied by the 
index. This, however, was certainly 
big enough, but the fact is well 
known to every one in this 
section that nine-tenths of the 
property advertised belonged to 
people who were perfectly able 
and willing to pay the taxes op’their 
property, but were unable to do so on 
account of the “appalling niusion 
which prevailed in the Assessor’s and 
Collector's offices. In proof of this is

the taxes unpaid had been reduced to 
afew thousand dollars. As soon as 
property-owners had a chance to pay 
their taxes, the great overgrown de- 
linquent list melted away like snow in 
a Northern Citrus orange orchard un- 
der a noonday sun. 

Such lies as these, which we have 
just refuted, must inevitably react in 
favor of Southern California when out- 
siders come here and see for them- 
selves how false the statements are; 
but this does not, in any degree, lessen 
the turpitude of those who are con- 
stantly circulating such spiteful and 
malicious untruths about a section 
whose irresistible attractions are its 
chief crime in their eyes.

We 
will try to appofnta successor before the 
time for the taking effect of your resigna- 
tion, and trust you will afford him any such 
facilities for acquainting himself with the 

busi ge as — 1 — in your power.

Henry Clay— St. Peter— Elizabeth 
Barrett Browning, the Eminent |

Clay, died in Washington on the 20th 
of June, 1822.
